Street to the south property line of Colerick Street and Woodview 
Boulevard on both sides from the east property line of Hanna Street 
to the west property line of Smith Street, except where sidewalk 
acceptable to the Board of Public Works is now in place 

for a cost of $38,069.50 on Contract "A" and $16,805.50 on Contract "B", of 

which the property owners will pay $.50 per square foot, the balance to be 

paid from Revenue Sharing Funds, all as more particularly set forth in said 

Contracts which are on file in the Office of the Board of Public Works, and 

are by reference incorporated herein, made a part hereof and are hereby in 

all things ratified, confirmed and approved.

concerning dlocrlmlnation in ernoloyment under municipal contracts 
and oroviding a penalty, as oassed by the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana on May 10, 1966. 


SECTION 1. Every contract for or on behalf of the city of Fort Wayne for 
the construction, alteration ot repair of any oublic building or nubile work or 
the performance of any other work or service shall contain orovisions by which 
the contractor agrees as follows: 

(a) In the hiring of emoloyees for the performance of work under this 

contract or any subcontract hereunder, no contractor, subcontractor,’nor any 
person acting on behalf of such contractor or subcontractor, shall discriminate 
because of race or color against any person who is qualified and available to 
nerform the work to which the employment relates; , 

(b) No contractor, subcontractor, nor any oerson on his behalf, shall in 
any manner discriminate against or intimidate any employee hired for the nerformance 
of work under this contract on account of race or color; 

(c) There may be deducted from the amount oayable to the contractor by the 
City of Fort Wayne under this contract a penalty of ten dollars ($10.00) for each 
person for each calendar day during which such person was discriminated against 
or intimidated in violation of the provisions of this contract; and 

(d) This contract may be cancelled or terminated by the City of Fort Wayne, 
and all money due or to become due hereunder nay be forfeiteef for a second or 

any subsequent violations of the terms and conditions of this contract as to 
discrimination on account of race or color.

because of race or color against any person who is qualified and available to ,
